Reporter—How many refugees were on the 
train with vou! 

Col: Forrest—There were probably a hundred 
booked for this place and a hundred for Cincin- 
pati. Many peopie were waiting around the 
depot when we le't, evidently ready for flight. 

Reporter How mauy cases do you think there 
are in the city? 

Col. F.—Dr. Saunders told me that he alone 
had twenty cases, few of which, however. have 
resulted in death The chief undertaker in 
Memphis told me a few days ago that he had so 
few orders that be thought it must be a scare. 
Since then he has taken the measure for four 
fever victims. I think it would be safe to say 
that there are 100 cases in Memphis. 

R.—Is the sanitary coudition of the city good 
or bad? 

Col. F.—The sanitary condition is good. The 
city authorities, under the energetic leadership 
ot Dr. vy pene done all 4 could E idly 
be done. Toa apps, e city is in ex- 
cellent condition. 

R.—How are the people off for food? 

Col. F.—There are not provisions enough in 
town to last over a week, as they bave been or- 
dered out by the planters. There is more need 
of food than money. 

R.—The people are really panic-stricken? 

Col. F.—There is a terrible panic. Poorer 
people are begging help and trying to get out of 
town on wagons, carts, and even on foot. ‘Their 
case is really pitiable. I think that in a day or 
two the fever will be declared epidemic in Mem- 
phis. The outbreak means destruction to Mem- 
phis and ber commerce, as well as a serious 
blow at Southern trade.

ol. F.—So far there has not been to my 

knowledge a single case among them. They do 

not fear it at all. Last year about one negro 

died to every five whites. 

R. — Does the fever seek filthy localities? 

Col. F.—Strange to say, it bas not. It has at- 
tacked the best citizeus. There are in the city 
many laborers, with their families, who occupy 
filthy bovele and tenement houses, and who 
have hogs and goats around them to increase 
their filth. These have not been tourhed. The 
bouses of the better citizens have been entered 
without mercy. Judge Ray, who fell a victim, 
lived iu a pice, clean home, which you would 
have thought would Lave been the last place for 
the fever to obtain a foothold. One would sup- 
pose that the foul places would be the most 
fatal, but it is not so. 

R. — ls the fever confined to one locality? 

Col. F. — It is not. New cases pop up ull over 
the town, and with a suddenness that strikes 
terror into all hearts. I was told be some of 
the health officers that I had better leave, as 
there was a great deal more danger taan most 
people supposed. 

R.—Some people report it as bad as last 


year. 

Col. F.—That is exaggerated. You cannot 
see tbe bearses plying turough whe streets as you 
could last year, aud it is eacouraging to note 
that there have been butfew deaths. The peo 
ple along our route were sv frightenea that they 
refused to let us stop at their towns. 

Col. Forrest gives avery calm, clear-headed 
view of the state of affairs in plague-stricken 
Mempbis. Many of those who are in tower sre 
80 frigbvened that they think there are 400 cases,

ST. LOUIS. 
QUAKANTINE REGULATIONS, 

Sr. Lovurs, July 21.—The following are the 
quarantine regulations but iu force here to-day; 

First—That no freight of any kind shall be 
allowed to be brought from what was lately 
known as the City of Memphis, and what is pow 
known as “ The Taxing Distriet. “ to any point 
Within the limits of the City of St. Louis. 

Second—That no steamboat or other water 
craft or railroad train, coming directly from 
Memphis, shall be allowed to laud at the wharf 
or dise its freight or passengers within the 


station established by the City of St. Louis on 
the west bank of the Mississippi River, five 
miles south of the southern limits of the city. 

. Fowrth—Any person, whether a passenger or 
any of the crew of any steamboat or ot®er 
water-craft, who may be suffering from yellow 
fever, or from what may be supposed to be yel- 
low fever, shall be placed in and cared for in the 
hospital wards at the quarantine station. 

Fonts. 

A telegram from Cairo states that the steamer 
St. Genevieve, having on board 250 passengers 
and 400 tons of freight from Memphis, will 
reach here to-morrow. The boat wili be balted 
atthe quarantine station. Any who are sick 
will be taken oft. Sbould the boat have no yel- 


low-fever cases on board, she will be permitted 


to land her passengers at the wharf, but wii] be 
immediat@y returned to quarantine for thor- 
ough fumigation of the freight. 
i The latest intormatiom is that all on board are 
well. The Health Commissioner bas sent no- 
tices to agents of all transportation lines south- 
ward to-day that 

NO MEMPHIS FREIGHT 
must be brought into the city. The Health 
Commissioner has larger powers than last year. 
He can now take sick persons and transport 
them from any place in the city to another 
place, if iu his opinion the health of the city de- 
mands. 

Six new wards bave been built at quarantine, 
which is on a high bluff fourteen miles south of 
the city. Accommodations bave been provided 
for a colony of several hundred persoas.

Camo, III., July 21.— The City Council held 
a meeting this morning and authorized the 
Mayor to appoint such number of special 
officers as the Board of Health may deem neces- 
sary to enforce quarantine regulation’ and 
ordinances relating to health.

New Orteans, July 21.—Five suspicious cases 
of fever having recently occurred near Missis- 
sippi Oity, the health authorities to-day sent 
medical experts by special train to investigate 
the matter. Dr. Choppin, in a telegram to Dr. 
Hodan, President of the Galveston Board of 
Health, mags the following statement of the

“Drs. W. A. Smythe and C. B. White, of this 
city, dave just returned from visiting the re- 
ported suspicious cases of fever in Mississ!

INTERNATIONAL ARRESTS.

Quusec, July 21.—A short ume ago an inci-, 

dent of some legal importance in connection 
with international arrests took place at Three 
Rivers.

The Es- 
sex Constable took charge of the man on his 
warrant, but, while awaiting the time for the 
departure of the rallway-train, the warrant was 
examined by the prisoner’s counsel and pro- 
nounced illegal. It was claimed that the statute 
81 Vict., Chap. 94, under which the warraut 
was issued, had been repealed by 40 Vict., Chap. 
28, and that the prisoner c@uld not be held un- 
der it. The Windsor Magistrate maintain - 
ed the validity of bis warrant, ana Judge 
Polette, whet appealed to, ordered the deten- 
tion of the prisoner until further iuquiry. The 
Minister of Justice, when appealed to, confirm- 
ed the magistrate’s opinion, and, when an at- 
tempt was made to * bulldoze” the constable 
from Windsor by entering a complaint against 
him for false arrest, the Attorney-General of 
Quebec promptly came to the rescue by demand- 
— be “the Sheriff af Three River on what au- 
thority the Constable and his prisoner were de- 
tained. This had the effect of setting the for- 
mer free, and of enabling him to take the latter 
to Windsor to stand bis trial.

The Prince Albert Jones Habeas Corpus 
Case--Judgments and New Suits, 
The hearing of the habeas corpus cabe of 
PRINCE ALBERT JONES, 
the young man who shot his brother July 8, 
came up yesterday morning before Judge Rog-

Jim wes pretty weak then. It was the same day 
he was shot. Jim said he could not live unless 
the bullets were taken out of him. Nothing 
was said by bim as to his condition before he 
made his statement. 

Beatrice Jones, a sister of Jim, said that she 
had a conversation with Jim about an hour after 
be was shou, and he said he would not get well; 
always said that. ' 

This closed the testimony for the prosecution, 
except the admission of Jim’s statement, and, 
as it seemed a good place to stop, the Judge 
took a recess of half an hour. 

At the opening of the afternoon session, Mr. 
King took the floor and argued that Jjm’s state- 
ment was inadmissible because it had not been 
sufficiently shown that Jim expected to die 
soon. He had said he did not expect to get 
well unless the bullets were extracted, and that 
was not enough. 

The Judge said that the Starkie case which 
had been cited was an extreme one, and the 
Judges had decided it on the whole evidence in 
the particular case. But, in the present instance 
even though there might be some possibility of 
doubt about the admissibility of the statement 
before a jury, yet he bad no hesitation in 
admitting it now, as he thought sufficient 
ground had been laid to make it competent 
evidence.

positors. The argument is good, however, for 
the adoption in the entire paper of the eleven 
emendations recommended by the American 
Philological Association, to-wit: Tho, thru, 
gard, catalog, ar, civ, liv, hav, definit, infinit, 
wisht. So far as the writer ean learn,—and he 
has made it a subject of considerable study and 
inquiry,—these emendations would meet with 
popular favor; aud 1 am certain that a majority 
of your compositors would indorse the change. 
They are coming into use in many localitieg; 
and it only remains for afew of the leadint 
newspapers to adopt them to make their em- 
ployment general. 

An intelligent printer remarked to me a few 
days since that the spelling reform movement 
ought to meet with especial favor in Chicaro, 
and that from here should go out an influence 
which should secure at least as much as the 
adoption of the eleven changes noted above. 
Chicago, and her newspapers aud citizens, are 
quoted everywhere as the leaders of public 
Opinion on nearly every subject. As many 
Know, there is Very great interest felt in this 
matter in our city at this time; and the senti- 
ment iv favor of reform should at once crystal- 
ize and do more effective work in the right di- 
rection. The people are ready for a change, and 
a large proportion of them demand it; and the 
journal which bow stands in the way of reform 
will, ere long, find itself in the rear instead of 
in the vanguard. 

An effective mode of advanci the spelling

Only four more of the volunteer inspectors o 
tene ment - houses sent in their reports yesterday, 
making thirteen thus far received, though there 
are twenty-eight inspectors at work. Commis- 
sioner De Wolf infers. {fom the absence of re- 
ports that they haven't gotten over their dis- 
tricts. This is doudtless true as to some of the 
inspectors, as they began ODerations toward the 
latter part ofthe week. Like new brooms, they 
sweep clean; that is, they report Whatis offen- 
sive to them; and therein they differ from the 
sanitary policemen, who Overlook many things 
because they see #0 Many others which are 
worse. The bad places reported Satufday are 
being attended to pretty generally, though in 
some instances it cannot be ascertained from 
the tenants who the owner or agent of 
a buildimg is. The occupants pay no 
rent, and don’t kaow and don’t care. They 
have lived in the dirt and breathed the odors so 
long that they are tudiflerent. What is to be 
done in such cases is hard to tell. The Health 
Department has no money to spend in making 
sewer connections, cleaning privies, etc. All jt 
can dois to throw some Gisiofectants into the 


latter. 
The imspectors have received instructions to 


tell the tenants about the Floating Hospital, 
and to induce motbers to take their babes to the 
North Pier. Most of the little ones whe are 
now receiving the benefit of the lake air belong 
to the middie class, abd are not the ones for 
whom tbe chari ished. The 
design was to 

the very poor, but the parents of the latter, 
either through of the existence of the hospital 
or indifference, have not so far, except in rare 
instances, ayailed themselves of its advantages. 

THE ONLY NEW THING 


in health matters is the adoption of the use of 
postel-cards for reports. Hereafter, the tene- 
ment-bouse inspectors, as soon as they discover 
anything out of the way, Will drop a postal to 
the Commissioner, who Will see that the defect 
is edied. Tut 

veral of the owners of defective buildings 
are verv much aopoyed at the publication of 
their names iu the papers, and have written let- 
ters of complaint to Dr. De Wolf, throw- 
ing the blame on the tevants. While 
the latter are undoubtedly responsibie in great 
measure, it is the duty of the landlord to see 
that his houses are kept in repair. Ihe system 
of inspection now carrying ou will without 
doubt result in putting the city in pretty fair 
sanitary condition. 

The following were the reports received yes- 
terday: 

THIRD WARD. ‘ 

Dr. Marv L. Vincent says: I visited thirty- 
five tenement-houses in the Third Ward, and 
found the sanitary condition of things very 
good, with a few exceptions. Ventiiation is 
very good. 

“No. 199 Twenty-second street is in a very 
bad condition genera!!y.

Dr. Emma F. Gastoo says: I herewith sub- 

mit my first weekly rt of the tenement dis- 
trict assigned to me in the Third Ward: Houses, 
35; tawilies, 17; persons, 475. . 
am glad to state that the majority of the 
houses are as well ventilated as the present sfs- 
tem of tenement architecture will permit. None 
are seriously overcrowded, but many are very 
untidy, and a few unclean. The privies are bad- 
ly ventilated, some not at all, and every one 
needs to be disinfected regularly. I found but 
two witb covers over the seats. The water-cios- 
ete are all in fair condition. I recommend dis- 
infectants for them also. The garbage oo all 
the streets should be removed dailv. The scay- 
enger-wagous pow call but twice a week. Dear-. 
born street and Butterfield street (in my sec- 
tion) have more rubbisi. than State street. 

“A drain on Seventeenth street, between 
Dearborn and State, is stagnant and fall of 
debris. Another ov Butterfield in front of Nos. 
948 and 954, is very alleusive. 

“The yard of No. 956 Butterfield street is 
termed a ‘nuisance,’ because two horses and 
cows are stabled, bere. 

The yard of No. 952 is also unclear? I 
found a dead dog and cat before No. 983. 

The people, with two exceptions, seemed 
very N ry be an remd and many were 
very thankful that ething was 
done to keep the city clean. ‘ ä ahs 

“ T advertised the ‘Floating Hospital’ quite 
freely, and sincerely hope that the coming week 
will ud many more *‘tenement-nouse babies 
on Lake Michigan than were this. 

FOURTH WARD. 


Dr. A. K. Steele reports: I have inspected 
twenty-four houses or blocks on State street, 
between 1 and Thirty-ninth stree 
containing ninety-Arre families, made up of 1 
adults and 123 ecaildren; a total of 315mous, 
giving an average of only about three and one- 
third toa family,—certaioly aot overcrowded, 
thirteen peopie toa house or block In all of 
the houses I found the ventilation good; rooms 
large and airy; saw afew sleeping-rooms with 
no external windows, but they commupopicated 
with large rooms, and doors and winduws were 
left open night. The yards, with two or 
three exceptions, were scrupulously clean and 
neat, manfof them being sodded and having 
flower-beds along the side. On one-fourth of 
the premises I found that the privies required 
cleaning und disinfecting. Many of them have 
no sewer connections. At two places I found that 
the. privy-vaults overflow after every rain. 
At No. 1012 State street, the privy stands rig be 
by the cornerof the boase, a few feet from the 
hydrant, where it overflows and mingles with 
stagnant water under the house from a jeaking 
waste-pipe. ‘The vault ought to be cleaned out 
and filled up, and the privy removed to the 
rear of the lot. ‘These are the only premises on 
State street that I found in really bad condi- 
tion, and ought be at ed to im- 
mediately. Judge Waite is said to be 
the owner. At eight places I found 
complaint about the drains. At Nos. 1910 and 
1228 they were broken or leaky. At the other 
places I found offensive odors emitted. in some 
places due to foul catch-basins, in others com- 
ing directly from the sewer. Particularly I 
wish to meution brick block, Nos. 1410 and 
1412. Here I found the closets and sinks pouring 
forth sewer gas. In all of the houses south of 
Thirty-fiftn street sewer vonnections ourht to be 
made. Since the new sewer was put in the 
old ditch mat the drain-pipes emptied into has 
been filled up, and the consequence e that in 
most of the houses the coutents of the sinks 
simpiv form under the houses to be absorbed 
by the soil or lie stagnant, giving damp base- 
ments, to generate miasma or malaria, which is 
forced backward through the fluors and drains 
into the houses. Tbose fronting westward ob- 
ject to making sewer connections until their 
buildings are moved back some twenty feet to 
the new building line.

MORE “BLOOD” IN THE SKY. 

At a meeting of the Trade and Labor 
Council, beld in thip city last Sunday, there 
was read a copy of an address To the 
workingmen of I linois,” dated at the hall of 
„Tue Chicago Typographical Union,“ and 
officially sigued Ep Inwix, President Typ- 
obrapheial Union.” 

Fraternal regard for the craft, and a long- 
cherished respect for the general intelligence 
and for the superior intellectual cultivation 
of the members, induces a regret that any 
such paper has gone forth at all, and espe-. 
cially that the fraternity should be present- 
ed to the general public as they are presented 
by this address, The facts are few: ‘The 
Union and the office.of DonneLixy, GaseuTax 
& Loro failing to agree, that firm under, 
took to carry on their business with pri ut ers 
who were not Union men. It was attended 
with such personal difficulties thkt a war- 
rant was taken out for the arrest of certain 
parties; after an investigation covering sev- 
eral weeks, four persons, members of the 
Union, were held to bail, pending the action 
of the Grand Jury. This action has pro- 
voked, orit may be inspired, the wonderful 
address issued in the name of the Typo- 
graphical Union, announcing that this de- 
cision ** jeopardizes the personal liberty of 
these members of the Union.” Here is what 
the address states : : 

„„The provision of the infamous law under 
which this decision was rendered reads as follows, 
and can be found on page 355, Sec. 46, Statutes of 
Iihnois: It any two or more persons conspire and 
agree together with the fraudulent or majicious in- 
tent, wiongfully and wickedly, to injure the per- 


son, eharacter, business, or property of another, 
and every such, offender, and every 


person convicted of conspiracy at common law, 


| shall We imprisoned in the Penitentiary not ex- 


ceeding three years or fined not exceeding $1, 000.’ 
The evidence disclosed just what occurs et every 
strike of trades—inducing inen to stop and thin'« 
before entering upon a course of infamy which 
would bauat them as jong as they lived. Nothing 
more. Yet the Court placed these men under 
bonds that were simply outrageous. It is a heavy 
blow at liberty, and, if finally successful, there is 
but one peaceful path for labor to pursue, and thata 
downward anddegrading one. Bat we bave an 
abiding faith in the manly courage of our 
‘brothers in all parts of the country, and if robbed 
of justice in the courts of law we still have the 
God-given right of purchasing liberty with our 
blood. A great battle is before us. The skirmish- 
lines are well thrown out, and, before the engage- 
ment becomes general, your brothers of Chicago 
deem it expedient that every soldier of the working 
legion should thoroughly understand the situation, 
to the end that he may act with intelligence, 
courage, and firmmness,”’ 0 


Is the Chicago Typographical Union pre- 
pared to denounce as infamous and dan- 
gerous to the personal liberty "of any citi- 
zen alaw which in express terms provides 
for the proper punishment of any two or 
more persons who shall conspire together. 
‘‘with the fraudulent or malicious intent 
wrongfully and wickedly to injure the person, 
character, business, or property of another ” ? 


How long since the Typographical Union has 


reached the conclusion that it is not criminal 
to engage in a conspiracy with the fraudulent 
or malicious intent wrongfully and wickedly 
to injure the person, character, business, or 
property of another? That has been the 
law of thé State of Illinois since the settle- 
ment of the country. It has been the law 
of every community on this Continent since 
the establishment of the Government here ; 
that law existed in England before the 
discovery of America, and exists and 
is in force in every part of the habitable 
globe where the English language is spoken. 
It is the law established for the protection of 
all men, of whatever trade or occupation, of 
whatever social or political condition; it is 
the law which protects life, liberty, charac- 
ter, health, and property. It is an universal 
law. It is inherent in every organization. 
It is a law of the Typographical Union, it 
is alaw of every society of whatever kind, 
and without such a law society could not 
exist. It is the law which protects the per- 
son of every man, woman, and child; which

The Typographical Union does not propose 
to protect or defend any person guilty of 
conspiring, ‘‘ with fraudulent or malicious in- 
tent, wrougfully and ‘wickedly to injure the 
person,’ character, business, or property of 
auother.“ If any member of the Typograph- 
ical Union should be convicted of ** wrong- 
} fully aud wickedly,” with: “ fraudulent and 
malicious intent,” injuring the person of a 
fellow-member, it is safe, we presume, to say 
that the members of the Union would hold 
such a crime in abhorrence, and would not 
interpose to protect him from the full meas- 
ure Of justice. Even the base-ball clubs 
discipline their members far «fraudulent, 
malicious, wrongful, and wicked conduct. 
The Typographical Union, therefore, does 
not mean to be understood as cutting loose 
from the laws and morality of civilization 
and falling back upon that of the Zulus and 
the S.oux. They do not mean that they 
want this law repealed, They do not mean 
that they want everybody free to set with 
frandulent and malicious intent, and wrong - 
fully and wickly to injure any and everybody 
else in person and property. 


men of Illinois and of the world to under- 
stand is, that their associates who have been 
held to bail are not guilty of the offense 
with which they are charged. That, in 
common charity, is what we assume 
Mr. Iswm, President of the Union, 
meant to say in his address. The 
intelligent President of an Order of more 
than ordinarily intelligent men could not 
have intended anything else. The talk 
about the Gop- given right of purchasing lib- 
erty by his blood meant merely that, if these 
men were convicted when they were inno- 
cent, then, etc, The “ great battle” will 
probably be a very tame affair. Judge Tuxer, 
who has survived many a Demooratio primary 
and convention, to say nothing of service in 
the Common Council, will be undisturbed by 
the roaring artillery ; Mr. Mu. xs will employ 
no extraordinary strategy, and the morning 
papers will be able to publish full lists of the 
killed, wounded, prisoners, and miss- 
ing.

If they were guilty, then their act 
was indefensible; if they were not guilty, 
then they will be di No man in 
the Typographical Union can defend the act, 
if it were done; no man can maliciously, 
wrongfully, and wickedly injure the person 
or property of another without deserving 
proper punishment; it is the exact justice 
which every member of the Typographical 
Union should demand to be meted out to an 
offender against him personally. - 

The attempt to magnify this business into 
a grand national affair is simply ridicuous. 
The demand for the repeal of the law, which 
is as old as civilization, which is as universel 
ae human rights, and which is a fundamental 
protection to the rights of every man’s per- 
son and property, is to place the Chicago 
Typographical Union in the attitude of war- 
ring against the safety of the citizen, and in 
favor of unrestrained dishonesty and witked- 
ness.

JUDGE TULEY’S CHARGE TO THE GRAND 
JURY, 

When the Grand Jury had been impaneled 
im the Criminal Court yesterday morning 
Judge Tuuzr delivered one of the most 
pracflcal and useful charges that his been 
heard from the Criminal Bench of this 
| county for many years. e began by direct- 

ing attention to the mon practice of 
compounding felony in order to secure a re- 
turn of stolen property or compensation for 
injuries received. It cannot be denied that 
the community has come to regard crime 
sunply as an injury to the private individual 
who has been the victim, and not as a wrong 
against the public. A di@posal of criminal 
cases @n this theory is undoubtedly sub- 
versive of good government and menacing to 
the welfare and morals of the community. 
Judge Turr sald pointedly that the practice 
of condoning crime for a consideration had 
extended even to heinous crimes against 
the person and to embezalements of public 
funds, and he instructed the jury chat such 
cases ought to be rigidly inquired into 
and indictments found ageinst those 
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ly proseented, and there will be no trouble 
about conviction. If Judge Torr is on the 
Criminal Bench, the public may feel assured 
that adequate punishment will be meted out 
to the scoundrels who are teaching young 
men to rob their employers in order to in- 
dulge in gambling. 

Finally, the attention of the Grand Jury 
was directed to the State statute which pro- 
vides for the punisliment of men who keep 
boats and other craft for the purposes of 
prostitution and other uolawfcl pursuits. 
This bumboat nuisance is as notorious 
and vile, tough perhaps not so general in 
its demoralizing influences, as the pool-rooms, 
aud in this base there is a statute specifically 
aimed at the offenders. The Grand Jury 
should accept Judge Turxy’s instructions in 
the spirit of their sworn duty; if they do, 
they will flud yore indictments against 
the whole list of gamblers, confidence men, 
pool-room sharks, bawds, and pimps, who are 
openly defying the law day and night.

bie life. 

Mr. Srarxerer is a member of the Typo- 
graphical Union and a man of national fame 
and celebrity. It is possible that Tax Tars- 
UNE’s attention was drawn to the demagogues

Governnient as an employer is merely an 
aggregate of private employers, who organ- 
ize and appoint agents to superintend cer- 
tain work in which all have hn interest, To 
pay for this work the employers individually 
contribute according to the amount of their 
taxable property. The Common Council 
represents these employers in their corporate 
capacity. Itis composed of men selected 
from different parts of the city, who are. 
sworn to the interests of the taxpay- 
ers in an honest and economical expenditure 
of the public funds. No construction 
of the duties of an Alderman makes 
him in any sense the representative of tax- 
eaters, of confiscationists, Of thieves, of 
beggars or grabbers of any class. He is the 
agent of the taxpayers who are aggregated 
into a corporate employer, and it is his duty, 
by all the laws and rules of fiduciary rela- 
tionship, to procure competent service at not 
bigher than the market rate. Whenever an 
Alderman, therefore, votes to donate to any 
city employe a larger sam than had been 
contracted for, or more money than similar 
service can be procured for, the action is not 
very different from the act of going to the 
City Treasury every day, extracting a certain 
sum of money, distributing it among a 
number of his friends who ate in no sense 
entitled toit. This fatter conduct would be 
characterized and probably punished as steal- 
ing; the former may not come within the 
letter of the law defining breach of trust, but 
it is none the less so on that account.

AMUSEMENTS. 


HENRY PALMER. 

Henry Palmer, more generally known as 
Harry Palmer, late partner in the theatrical 
firm of Jarrett & Palmer, whose demise in Lon- 
don on Sunday was anvounced in Taz Trisune 
of yesterday morning, was a man of more than 
common ability as a theatrical caterer. As he 
was one who has been convected with a great 
many ot the more important operatic and dra- 
matic enterprises of the last thirty years in this 
country, a sketch of bis life may not be witbout 
interest. 2 

The theatrical career of Mr. Palmer was com- 
menced at the very foot of the ladder. He was 
first employed by Max Maretzek to sell books 
of the opera at Castle Garden, New York, dur- 
ing the season there of the great Havana troupe, 
—a troupe the like of which neither Europe nor 
Amcrica has been able to reproduce. This was 
about 1848-'49. Later n Palmer found em- 
ployment from the then great showman, 
P. T. Barnum, and was one 
of the usbers during the great 
Jenoy Lind furore in New York and the 
provinces. Harrv did a little outside specula- 
tion in Jenny Lind tickets, and made some 
money. Naturally bright, he soon climbed up to 
be a ticket-seller, then an agent, and then, joining 
Uliman, be became a dramatic speculator on his 
own account. He was connected with all 
Uliman’s enterprises in this country. Piccoli- 
mini. Sontag, and all the singers of the 
generation just passing away, have 
been ander Palmer’s management. He 
was also intimately connected with the 
Strakosches, and led the first tour with Adelina 
Patti, made through. the provinces as a concert 
singer previous to her appearance in opera fo 
New York. It was he who, about 1862, per- 
suided the celebrated contralto, Vestvali, to 
quit the operatic stage, study Euglish, and ap- 
pear in a series of melodramatic parts. He 
traveled with Vestvali for two vears, employin 
Mr. Asbley. now on the ew Yor 
Olipper, as his agent: The poor Enclish 
of  Vestvali. however, soon fatigued 
the public ear, and Palmer counected himself 
with Jarrett in the organization of the Wallack- 
Davetiport combination. After thas he starred 
Matilda Heron for a number of seasons, when, 
in conjunction with Jarrett, he organized a 
great balle troupe which was intended to ap- 
pear in a class of works similar to La Giselle,“ 
at the Academy of Music. When Palmer re- 
turned to America, however, with his troupe 
on his bands some difficulty occurred about 
renting the Academy, owing, as usual, to stock- 
holders’ privileges. 

At this time Mr. Wheatley was lessee of Nib- 
lo’s Garden, and hed contracted with Mr. Baris 
for the production of a spectacular drama, 
„The Black Crook.” Wheatley, happening to 
describe the play to Palmer, the latter suggest- 
ed the introduction therein of the strong ballet 
be bad on his bands. After some ering 
they to make a pool of the 
theatre and the dallet, Jarrett, Palmer, 
and Wheatley to share and share alike 
expenses and profits. ‘The Black Crook’ was 

rod with what success everybody knows. 
fe cl over $300,000. Fach of the partners 
got his $100,000, and Mr. Wheatley retirea 
sbortiy after forever from acting and from 
management, banding the lease of Niblo's over. 
to Jarrett Palmer. These gentlemen fol- 
lowed The Black Crook” with a still more 
expensive spectacle, called The White Fawn,“ 
but the town, and, indeed, the country, bad 
been surfeited with legs and tinfoil, and the 
venture failed to pay. 

They then turned the theatre once more into 
a ** ljegitimate’’ house, and during their occu- 
. roduced several Shakspearean revivals, 
wh ave certainly not been eu in this 
country. Julius Cesar“ and As You Lixe 
It were among the plays, and the casts em- 
braced such people as Mrs. Scott-Siddons, Mr. 
E. L. Davenport, Mr. Walter Montgomery, and, 
if we remember rightly, Mr. Bangs. They made 
a contract with Calvert, and imported all 
Telbin’s scenery for “Richard III.,“ ſu- 
cluding all the armor and properties 
that had been made after models in the Meyrack 
colleetion, but when they brought all these 
valuable accessories they found they had no 
Richard. An English actor was imported,— 
ove Mr. Bennett, we think,—but he failed to 
satisfy the American public in his performance 
of the part. The role was taken from him and 
given to Count Joannes, whose Aichard was 
really a good performance, but, as usual, 
the galiery guyed the Count, and the 
speculation ended in a loss of some 
$30,000 to Jarrett & Palmer. They kept. on, 
however, in the theatre until it burned down, 
somewhere about 1871 or 1872. Such was the 
confidence of Mr. A. T. Stew the proprietor 
of the property, in the ability of the two man- 

ers that be rebuilt the house for them, and 

y reopened it with a new spectacle entitled 
„Leo and Lotos.“ It wasa fair success, and 
brought some money to the treasury. Jarrett & 
Palmer, on the cessation of its run, revived ‘#The 
Black Crook, which did a fair business, but 
neither in ballet nor in the scenery did the 
revival equal the original production. Then 
they presented a series of plays of all kinds, the 
ness getting poorer and poorer. The thea-

There are many 
still living who can remember the tenderness 
and fidelity with which she shared the vicissi- 
tudes experienced in bis wild career by her sec- 
ond busband, of whom, upon hie death, aged 90, 
in 1 it is recorded iv the *‘ Annual! Register 
that “he was born in 1816, the eldest son of 
John James, sixth Earl of Waldegrave, and suc- 
ceeded to the Peerage on the death of bis father 
in 1835. Thus succeeding to rank before he ar- 
rived at discretion, the excesses of this voung 
nobleman were unfortunately too notorious. The 
disversal in 1812 of the museum of Horace Wal- 
pole, Earl of Oxford, wnich bad been bequeathed 
to the Waldegrave family in consequence. of 
their descent from Maria, Vowager Countess of 
Wald e and Duchess of Gloucester, the 
dauchte t Sir Edward Waloole, was the result 
of his niary difficulties.” It was reserved 
for this deeply-regretted lady, gifted. as the 
Quarteriy Review said of her in 1576, “* with head, 
heart, imagination, energy, and will.“ to do fit- 
ting honor to the memory of Horace Walpole 
by restoring the villa at Strawberry Hill, which 
was his creation and delight, to its original 
lustre and prestige, by making it one of 
most agreeable ceuntry-houses in Eugland, and 
by greatly augment its resources. Tou 
perceive my date of Twickenham,” writes 
Horace Walpole, in 1747, to his friend, the Hon.

PETE AER DIC. 


Why the Governor of New York Wants to See 
Him—Some Little Irregularities Oat in 
Elmira—Is the “Lumber King” Swill 
Rich ? 

Correspondence New York Sun. 

Ermira, N. T., July 16.—The indictment 
found against Peter Herdic, the former Lum- 
ber King” of Pennsylvania, for obtaining 
money on false pretenses in this city, and upon 
which a requisition for him bas just been made 
upou the Governor of Pennsylvania and grant- 
ed, was found last fall. It will be remembered 
that Herdic suddenly left Pennsylvania some 
months ago. and bis whereabouts were unknown 
forgome time. He was finally traced to Nassua. 
It was believed at the time that he had fled to 
escape the consequences of the Elmira proceed- 
ings, and several other similar prosecutions. 
The indictment inthis case was obtained upon 
the oath of John Arnot, of the Caemung Canal 
Bank. Herdie returned home some time ago, 
and. it was understood, agreed to compromise 
the Elmira and other irregularities. Failing to 
keep his word, the requisition was asked for 
and granted yesterday. . 

The gas stock ou which Heraic ra‘sed the 
money in Elmira was stock of the Wil:iamsport 
Gas Company, which he organized. The cap- 
ital of the Company was $150,000, he own ng a 
large majority of the stock. He sold the Com- 
pany 1,000 acres of wild land for $300,000 worth 
of additional stock. There was a prior lien on 
this land, and it was sold at Marsbal’s sale, and 
Herdic bought it in for a song. On the addi- 
tional stock Herdic borrowed $300,009, re ore- 
senting that it was the actual capital of the Co n- 
pany, and was paving dividends regularly. Of 
the $300,000 was the $25,000 be borrowed at the 
Chemung Canal Bank iu this city. Ihe balance 
he obtained of banks in Lancaster and Centre 
Counties, Pa. 

Suits similar to the one commenced in Elmfra 
are pending there, Herdie baving been inuicted 
in both placés, and being under bonds to appear. 
At the time of hrpothecating this worthless 
stock, Herdic caused the original $150,000 of 
stock to be made preferred. This he assigned

THE CROOKS SCARED. 

The effect of Acting-Syperintendent O’Don- 
nell’s recent proclamation of war agaijust the 
bunko men, confidence thieves, and brace”’ 
gamblers is seen alreddy in the improved condi- 
tion of Clark, Madison, and other thorougbfares. 
For twenty-four hours or so the gaug held 
out, believing, or professing to believe, that the 
thing was nothing more than a scare. Bat ves 
terday they altered their tactics, and, conclud- 
ing that discretion was the better part of valor, 
the majority of those who have rendered them- 
selves obnoxious to the law concluded to shake 
the dust of Chicago from their feet, temporarily 
at least. 

During yesterday the operators made dili- 
gent inquiry es to what O’ Donnell meant by his 
declaration as contained in General Order No. 
11. Did he mean to make a clean sweep of all 


the crowd? Would he let them operate during | 


race week, or must they get up and dust incon- 
tinently? Would he give them three weeks— 
two weeks—eveu a few days—in which to make 
a stake so they could get out in good order? 

They got absolutely vo comſort. Tuts they 
were told was a square deal, and the orders 
meant not only all they conveyed, but a good 
deal more, unpleasant in its character, which 
they would be liable to find out in very short 
order. Nay, more, it was intimated that they 
had better stind not upon the order of their 
going, but travel forthwith, for it was threaten- 
ed that a big pull“ would be operated at the 
races, if any attempt was made the gang to 
work the crowds which are expected to gather 
there this week. 

Ine consequence of this uncompromising dec- 
laration of hostilities was that yesterday after- 
noon Clark street was once more ble for 
decent men and women. The confidence-men 
and ropers-in kept very quiet. Several left the 
city, and more have already made preparations 
for starting. Rightly or wrongly, they have 
got the idea that, for a time at least, these 
diggings will be unprofitable. They would 
never have come here put for Mr. Harri- 
son’s unbappy acknowledgment of  inca- 
pacity, and, now that one of his 
subordinates has shown that be has manbood 
enough to free the city from the curse with 
which it has deen afflicted, the con“ men 
will get out. ‘They rather deprecate than court 
a conflict with the authorities, and, once satis- 
fied tuat war is meant, they will favor some 


other city with their presence. Chicago is no 


longer “right,” and, this being the case, there 
is no money for the boys.“ Mean- 
time, the regular gambling goes mer- 
rily on; faro is operated in twenty-five 
weil-furnished rooms, and everybody but the 
members of the police-force know it, and can 
goin aud play in their money just when they 
please. 


KUINED BY GAMBLING. 

Another instance of a young man stealing 
frota his employers and playing the money into 
a faro-bank came to the surface yesterday by 
the arrest of the thief, though the was 
taken nearly a vear ago. Ip April of Ed- 
ward Everett Woodbury, aged 18, weil to work 
for the Cnicago Docking & Dredging Company. 
He kept the books, and received the hand- 
some salary of $6 a week. Having 
leisure evenings, and disliking prayer- 
meetings and church sociabies, he 
— bis time m gambiing-saloons, principally 
Mike McDonaid’s. He staked what funds he 
had, and lost them regularly. The game iofat- 
uated him, aud cash he must have, confident 
that be could win a large sum. Saturday, July 
25, he was sent to the First National Bank to de- 
posit $450, He did not return to the office of 
the Company, and was not beard of until the 
following Wednesday, when his father called on 
Mr. Miller, President of the Dock Company, 
and stated that the boy was at 
home, feeling terribly, since he had 
lost the $250. Mr. Miiler looked at the matter 
philosophically, and said, Let him come back.“ 
Woodbury had deceived his father. He had 
lost the money surely, but neglected to state 
mat it was against McDonald’s bank. The 
youth became frightened at his narrow escape, 
but fear restrained m. a only a couple of weeks. 
Aug. 12 he collected a bill of $150, and that also 
went mto Mike's roll. He took at different times 
$10 and $20 trom the safe, of which he had the 
key. None of this money was missed 
by his em ployer. About the middie 
of the month he was sent to a locksmith 
to have a key of the sale made, He gave an 
order for two, one of which be retained. At the 
first opportunity he filched 430, and, when he 
bad lost it as before. be believed detection 
was certain, and left the city. After bis de- 
parture his peculations were discovered, the 
aggregate being about $500. Woodbury went 
to indianapolis, where he sold cigars and be- 
haved nimself, so far as is known. About a 
month ago be returned to this city and went to 
live with his parents at Austin. His father 
endeavored to settle the matter with Mr. 
Miller, desiring that the boy should go 
to work and pay back what be had stolen. This 
would perhaps have been satisfactory fad not 
some deception been practiced. President Ni'- 
ier finally decided to have Woodbury arrested 
ou learning that be was in the vicinity of Chica- 
Fo, and pat the matter into the hands of A. B. 
Wood’s agency, No. 193 Clark street. He was 
captured last evening at the Northwesteru de- 
pot when about taking the train for Austin. 
Being taken before Justice Prindiville, he was 
committed to the County Jail to await an ex- 
amination at 3 o’clock this afternvon. Wood- 
burv is an incelligent young man, and repudiates

A WOODEN BLAZE. 
Another of those fires which characterize the 
district west ot Ashland avenue, between Lake 
‘and Madison streets, where the alleys are lined 


with wooden barns and sheds, occurred yester- 


day afternoon. The location this time was in 
the éast end of the block bounded by Hoyne, 
Leavitt, and Lake streets and Park avenue. 
The flames were first seen in a shed in the rear of 
a carpenter-shop, No. 887 Lake street, and were 
started, as ie supposed, by boys piaying with 
matches,—the usual cause of eonflagra tions in the 
district. The shed and the adjacent structures 
—barns and frame dwellings—were old, dry, 
and highiy mable, and as a result half a 
dozen were on fire before an alarm was given

She hesitated for a mo- 
ment, but the approaching fire and smoke and 
the entreaties ot the officer caused her to make 
the attempt, and she landed safely on the 
ground, Ringfose catching her in his arms 
and breaking the force of the fall, 
so that sbe -eseaped uninjured. It 
was with difficulty that the same officer could 
get the oeccupsats of the houses to keep out of 
them when the fire was threatening them on all 


other effects overcoming their prudence. 

One or two other persons barely escaped with- 
out injury, but those above mentioned were in 
the most dangerous situation.

JOINT SUICIDE. 


Two Sisters, After Long Delibera- 
tion, Hang Themselves. 


Careful Preparations jor Their Exit— 
The Closed Hous:. 
A Third Sister Has a Sharpentd Knife, bat Dees 
let Use It. 


A suicidal affair, that will doubtless create 
considerable commotion for some days te come, 
occurred last evening ina fine two-story and 
basement orick residence, at No. 126 Langley 
avenue. The house is built io the usual style 
of such mansions, with an upper and 
a lower front entrance, and within {s fluelv fur- 


nisbed with elegant furniture, piano, and ne 


library. The inmates of the nouse were three 
old maid sisters, named 

ELIZABETH, ANNA, AND NOFA TROWBRIDGS, 
aged respectively 48, 40, and 30 years. The neigh- 
bors knew them only by sight, and looked upon 
them with suspicion, not so much in regard to 
their virtue as from doubt as to their sanity. 
‘Lhey had lived ip the neighborhood only about 
three months, having rented the house from 
James M. Hill. The neighbors in this section of 
the Village of Hyde Park are al 
quite wealthy and respectable, and but 
little attention was paid to the strange occu- 
pants of the brick house. Loud talking, 
laughing, and gibberage bad been heard through 
the oven windows at late hours, and the tradi- 
tion of the neighborhood was that the sisters 
were very odd, and were given to mid- 
night orgies of an insane character. 


No one called upon them, and, as they 6

were last 
evening made familiar with the history of this 
mysterious trio was so sensational as to be not 
at all to their liking. A Mrs. Henson, who lives 
in ap adjoining house, was the first to 
SUSPECT THAT ALL WAS NOT WELL IN THE 

HOUSE, 
and she kept a close watch for developments. 
During the afternoon the inmates had made 
mysterious movements, such as nailing down 
ali the doors and windows, and doubly fasten- 
ing all points of ingress and egress, and then 
along about 5:30 in the eveving the young- 
est sister was seen making a visit to 
the drug-store; and from her mannerit was 
concluded that she was desirous of accomplisb- 
ing her err without attracting the attention 
of the neighbors, whose curiosity concern- 
ing themselves she appeared to thorough- 
ly understand. Returning she _ enter- 
ed as she had come out, through 
the front basement door. At this point it is 
necessary to understand that this personage, 
NORA TROWBRIDGE, 
is a dwarf, of exceedingly small statare, and not 
weighing more thau seventy pounds. Like 
all persons of her kind, she is looked 
up with some aversion, however slightly 
imbued with pity, by ordinary folks, and she 
appreciates the fact by keeping strictiy to her- 
self. Alter entering the house Nona was seen 
no more until about 9 o’ciocK in the evening, 
when the attention of Mrs. Hanson was 
called to her dy the servapt. At that 
time she was leaning out of a rear basement 
window, apparently crying and murmuring in a 
low tone of voice, 
“WILL NO ONE ComE?”’ 


This cry was repeated several times within hear- 
ing of Mrs, Hanson, who concluded therefrom that 
the unfortunate young woman ae in dire 
trouble of some sort. She went ud to the 
front door with the intention of cailing upon 
her neighbors and offering assistance should 
it be required. After repeated ringings 
of the door-beil, None responded, 
and made it known that the 
door was securely fastened, and could not be 
opened without great trouble. By directions, 
Mrs. Hanson wept to the lower door, and was 
met there by the dwarf. It was depicted 
on her coutenance that something of 
an awfully tragic nature had occurred 
and as she approached she was 
and wringing her nands in bitter de- 
spair. rs. Hanson did not wish to enter un- 
der such circumstances. bat requested the girl 
to accompany her to ber own house, and tell 
ber all, and thes, after ma coaxings and 
partially dragging Nona Along. she suc- 
ceeded in getting her to go into the 
house. Arriving there Nona was in so excited a 
state that nothing coherent could be gleaued 
from her, and it was found necessary to call in 
Dr. Henford aud other physicians to re- 
store her. Then the story of an 
awiul tragedy within the mysterious house 
was drawn from the afilicted woman by 
piecemeal, and it was proven in a borribly 
realistic manner when, alter Mrs. Hanson bad 
alarmed we neighbors, the house was entered 
and the two sisters, Elizabeth and Anna, 
were found dead and dangling at the 
ends of ropes suspended over the 
lor oors.

An Outline of the Important Doings of the 
Sammer Session of the Legisiature.

ArLAxra, Ga, July 21.—The summer session 
of the Georgia Legislature has been full of 
business. A law has deen passed appoioting 
three Railroad Commissioners, whose duty it 
shall be to overlook the freight-tariff of the 
railroads, and regulate them in accordance with 
their ideas of justice. The railroads fought this 
bill bitterly. 

The Dog law—that is, a law taxing dogs $1 per 
head, the tax to goto the school system—has 
failed, or rather been amended so as to allow 
each head of a family one dog. 

The Maffett register scheme bas virtually 
fallen through, through lack of supporters. Col. 
R. A. Alston, its chief advocate at the winter 
session, was killed dy Cox, and the bil! will fail.

THE CABINET-MAKERS. 

The eabinet-makers held another meeting at 
No. 54 West Lake street at 2 p. m. yesterday, J. 
Hart presiding. On motion, this gentleman was 
made permanent presiding officer during the 
strike, and Mr. Franklin was made permanent 
Sergeant-at- Arms. 

The reports of pickets were declared in order 
by the Chair, and one from the old factory of 
Andrews & Co. reported that he haa stopped 
several cabinet-makers who were looking for 
employment in answer to an advertisement in 
the Sunday papers. The pickets informea the 
men that the ad“ was .ssued by the Andrews 
Company, and they retired. Another picket 
reported that a man had been bired in this shop 
last Saturday; that he was notified by the fore- 
man that his wages would be $1.25 per day, 
and the man asked for his time and joined the 
strikers. Another picket reported that the men 
in several factories were willing to go to work, 
and had done so yesterday morni A brother 
was taken to task for going intb the “new 
shop“ without permission from the Executive 
Committee; but when be explained that he bad 
Cone m, as be supposed, in company with a 
member of the Committee, he was excused. 

An intelligent young fellow of the third relief 
at the “new shop” reported a conversation 
that be had with Mr. Carsely there, in which 
the latter told him that there was no objection 
to any of the men going to work at eight hours 
a day, and promised that they should have the 
same vrotection as the men who worked ten 
and twelve hours. Mr. Carsely objected to the 
atrikers’ Executive Committee. One man sent 
in notification that he was going to finish the 
job he had commenced on, as that was the only 
way he could get pay for what he bad done. 
Several other pickets reported, and, alter 
the transaction of some f busi- 
ness of little importance,. the 
gajoureed until 2 p. m. to-day.

THE MANUFACTURERS. 

The furniture manufacturers and the striking 
workmen are still at a lockout. The former de- 
clare that they willin nowise consent to allow 
the men to work eight hours a day; and the lat- 
ter say they will in nowise work more than 
that. So the matter stands. At the rooms of 
the Furniture Manufacturers’ Association, on 
Dearborn street, the reporter was informed that 
the members were unanimous in the 
decision that before they would 
give in to the strikers they 
would shut down their factories for a mo pth, 
and thus compel the workmen to come to time. 
They claim that they can do this as well as not, 
and not suffer material loss thereby; but this 


statement differs somewhat from the state- 
ments made bv the strikers, who affirm that the 
tactories are crowded with work, and are hay- 
ing a bard time to get out their orders. 

It is reported at the manuiacturers’ head- 
quarters that Grand Rapids and Cincinnati re- 
fuse to accede to the demands of the eight- 
bour men, and that settles the whole thing 
with Chicago; for they cannot pay ten hours’ 
wages for eight hours’ work and compete suc- 
cessfully with the tirst-mentioned places. 

Stodfeld & Wolf yesterday notified their men 


that they should expect them to work ten hours 4 ish 


a day whenever it was necessary, but said that 
just now it did not make much difference 
whether they worked ei&bt hours or not.

@ Theregare two or three co-operative furniture 
establishments in Chicago at present—the Cni- 
cago Parlor-Set Manufacturing Company and 
the Illinois Furniture Company. The latter, 
bowever, is only partially co-operative, There 
was another co-operative furniture institution 
started two years ago, called the Chicago Fur- 
niture-Frame Company, but it only lasted a 
short time, under last year. All these 
co-operative estadlishments manufacture the 
frames only, and none of them have anything 
to do with upholstering. The downfall of the 
Chicago Furuiture-Frame Company is attrib- 
uted to bad mavagement.

A TRIP IN NORTHERN MEXICO, 
Translated from the lllinots Staate- Zelt ung. 

On the evening of the second day we reached 
the Sonora River, where all of a sudden every- 
thing assumed a different lobk. Magnificent 
fields from which the wheat had just been har- 
vested, luxuriant bedges surrounding gardens 
filled with palm-trees and other Tropical plants, 
met our admiring glance everywhere. We 
found ourselves near the residence of the owner 
of a large ranche, surrounded by some fifty 
small cabins, in which his laborers‘dwell. We 
were told he owned some thirty square miles of 
ground, thousands of cattle, horses, mules, etc., 
and the post-route between Altar and Hermo- 
sillo. We complained to him abqut our miser- 
able horses and our miserable coach, He offered 
ag anexcuse that be had let the first part of 
the road to another contractor. He had the 
wheels taken off our carriage, and ordered his 
blacksmith to see to the tires. Wheh we started 
the next morning everything had been fixed; 
and six hors¢s brought us by 8 o’clock to Her- 
mosillo, 

The last thirty miles of our journey we 
passed through numerous smal! settlements, 
showing that we were approaching a city of 
some’ importance. The road hed a great deal 
of travel. We passed farmers traveling with 
theif entire family on the backs of donkeys: 
others seated on carts drawn by oxen, others 
again mounted on small but fast-eoing and en- 
during mustangs. We also passed a number of 
customs-officers on borseback, armed with car- 
bines, pistols, swords, and knives. The people 
looked very much Ike the country-people in 
Italy. I only noticed that their senoritas were 
not nearly as numerous here as 1 had found the 
signorinas in Italy. 

A breakfast we took on the road between 
Altar and Hermosillo deserves mention. We 
stopped at a small cabin which had only three 
walls, the fourth having crumbled to pieces. 
We carried our own disbes, coffee, tea, sugar, 
bread, etc. Our Mr. Krause acted as cook, 
and soon ‘announced breakfast to be readv. 
We entered the room, which was perhaps ten by 
fitteen feet. About four feet from one of the 
walls was arude fireplace, alongside of which 
an old woman was kneeling down, grinding corn 
for the tortillo,“—the Mexican bread. The 
old lady stopved from time to time to take a 


Uttle meal from between the stofes she was 


grinding with, placed it in the palm of the left 
band, added a@ little water, and beat the mix- 
tuge with the other hand until it was rolled out 
like ple-crust. She then passed it to another 
woman Who stood ready to fry the dough in 
a pan. The ‘‘tortillo” tastes somewhat like Jew- 

Easter-bread, containing neither shortening 
nor salt. The old lady was a comical sight. She 
was rather obese, and wore no corsets. This 
made her Kneeling down over the grinding 3 
somewhat piquant picture. Seated around the 
table, we helped ourselves to the breakfast 
with our Gogers. Knives and forks we had 
pope, having been unable to procure them at 
any orice in Altar. While stretching my legs I 
disturbed a pia, a lamb, and a dog, who peace- 
abiy rested under the table. However. we en- 
joyed our meal. and finished it just in time to 
see @ new arrival in front of the cabin. 

It was a private carriage. The owner looked 
decidediy European, and be confessed to be an 
Englishman by birth; but be had almost for- 

otten all his English. In the carriage was a 
ady of great beauty, with a baby not more than 
6 weeks old. The appoirtments of the carriage 
and the manners of the lady showed her to be- 
long to the aristocracy. The tarrigge was es- 
corted by three men, literally bristling all over 
with arms. The saddies were richly mounted 
with silyer. Each man carried a Winchester 
carbine and two Colt’s revolyers. in their beits 
they had some fifty cartridges each, and ugly 

rk-knives were hanging from their beits. 

sombreros with silver cords covered 
their beads, and their dress was loaded 
with rich embroidery, lt all looked 
very Mexican, except ‘ca which had 
been built by the Newton Wagon Company, of 
Batavia, III. The party came from Hermosillo, 
and was bound for St. Magdalena. 

Dusty, tired, and hungry, we arrived in Her- 
mosillo at 8 o’clock tp the morning. Our hotel 
was kept bya Frenchman, but ite style was 
strietly For the firat time in my lite 
I found myself ina well-appointed Mexican 
house. It stood close to the street. Au 
arched entrance led through the middle of the 
front into a large yard. inthe midstof the 
yard we eaw a fountain, surrounded by orauge- 
trees, and in the centre a palm- tree, perhaps 
sixty feet nigh. A porch some twenty feet 
wide extended all around the y and led into 
the several rooms of the ilding. In 
Mexican rooms usuelly ex- 
tend through the entire depth of the 
building. Their entranee is from the yard or 
inner court, and they have usually one window 
looking on the street, which. is rded.by 
wooden or fron gratings. Some of the finer 
houses have blinds on the windows, in which 
sometimes giass panes are inserted; but the 
majority of the houses have vo blinds of any 
kind; and glass windows, as used in the States, 
are bere entirely unknown. Ilo the evening, 
usually, all the beds are out to the porch, . 
and ope el quite pleasantly in the cooling, 
fresh pight-air, The entire bouse is protected by 
merely closing the entrance to the inner yard, 
—there being DO entrance to the house except 
through the yard. No house contains more 
thap one story, and they 
2 —— of air-dried oricks. In Hermo- 

lo a few bund are erected of burnt brick: 
and a few of the finer residences are finished off 
wit a Coating of cement. 

‘Hermosilio is the Capital of Sonora, and the 
residence of the Goyernor, Signor Serna, who, I 

told, enjoys considerable popularity. The 

Int of the State is located bere, protected by a

I had 
met at several stations before with Mueller’s 
beer, but still more frequently had I found beer 
from Christiania, Norway, which was quite as 
good as the Bremen article. 

After having been overtaken a little while 
later by our carriage, we soon came ip sight ot 
the Gult of California, and arrived some two 
hours later in Quarmas. 

I put up at the Cosmepolitan Hotel, and im- 
mediately called on the American Consul, Mr. 
Alexander Willard, to whom I had letters of 
introduction from San Francisco. He handed 
me over to his chief clerk, Mr. Barting, a 
German, who informed me that the 
steamer Newbern had been in port 
since Sunday night, and that the 
greatest part of my machinery had already 
deen placed on the dock. To my surprise, he 
also told me that the steamer would start on 
the return trip by 5 o'clock in the afternoon. 
This made the Consul and his men extremely 
busy, since he is agent of the steamer, as well 
as of Welis, Fargo & Co; and an entire month’s 
business had to be dispatched during the twen- 
ty-four hours between the arrival and the de- 
parture of steamer. I could, therefore, do 
nothing in rd to getting my goods through 
the Custom-House, and returned to the hotel to 
inform my family of my safe arrivail at Guay- 


mas. 

The next day I ‘had to see to the placing of 
my goods in the custom-house. Only the 
boiler and some heavy pieces of machinery were 
allowed to remain on the dock. Ours was the 
heaviest freight, and was therefore attended 
to last, oblig me to lay around 
several days, until I could get the customs o fii- 
cialis to wait on me. They were, however. very 
pleasant gentlemen, and always ready todo a 
favor, as far as they The customs laws 
are very rigid; and they are now, according to 
Mr. Barting’s statements, enfo very strictly. 
The daty on some articles is very extravagant, 
amounting almost to confiscation; and be who 
believes that miuing machinerv and tools may 
be imported free of duty will ud himself sadly 
deceived. By oversight a good many of my 
goods had been invoiced wrongly. Some goods 
should have been inveiced by weight that were 
not; others were liable to three-fold duty be- 
caused ciassed with other articles. Through 

intervention of Consul Willard 
. Barting, I got off comparatively 
easy, and had to vay double duty only 
on a lot of hardware which had been billed as 
machinery, but ie looked upon here as mer- 
chandise, notwithstanding it is intended for use 
in mining machinery. I caonot refrain from re- 
marking, in this connection, how necessary and 
useful it is, in the interest of American citizens 
doing business in foreign countries, not to often 
ehauge the 8 in foreign ports. 
Had not Mr. Willard bere for more than 
eight vears as United States Consul ana dequired 
a thorough famuliarity arith the language apd 
the ways of the people: and their rules, he 
could not have protected me ae effectually as 
he did from serious loss and inconvenience ; and 
the company 1 represent would have had to 
stand some pretty beavy losses, 

By day after to-morrow all the machinery will 
be loaded, and *hope to start it fur the mines 
on Wednesdar, the 18th. It will take about a 
fortnight for n to reach its destination. I shall 
probably make the distance in four days.

great deal has been said iately in America 
about the projected road across Sonora. As 
Guaymas is intended to be the termivus of the 
road on the Gulf, I was able to gather here some 
information about the project. It appears to be 
a fact that permission has been granted to the 
Atebison, Topeka & Santa Fe Company to build 
a road through Sonora,—together with grants of 
land. But it seems that the firet graut of 15,000 
acres per mile will have to be changed, because 
so many old Spanish grants exist all through 
the State, which have never been surveyed, that 
it is hard to tell which land is Government 
property. I understand from pretty good au- 
thority that an attempt will be made to get a 
money-subsidy of $5,000 per mile, with a fair 
show of success. The matter is to come up 
presently before the Mexican Congress; and, as 
—— as the subsidy is granted, the road will de 

ullt. 

Guaymas will be largely benefited by the pro- 
ected road. The city has been very favorably 
ocated, and has a splendid harbor, outer and 
inner, which at a small outlay. could be fortified. 
The city is old, and shows at present 

of decay. Its business is rather slow. 
The merchants complain of the smug- 
giing which is carried on by way of Tucson. 
‘nis is hardly to be wondered at, for the duty is 
very bigh, and, the railroad coming now very 
near the northern boundary of Sonora, goods 
can be carriedinto the interior at small ex- 
pense. 

Among the merchants I found several Ger- 
mans, ail doing a large business. There is 
actually but one Mexican bouse of any impor- 
tance. The old saying. Ubi bene, ibi patria,’’ 
is nowhere so true as with the German nation- 
ality. The Germans marry Mexican wives, but 
they do not forswear their German citizenship, 
and thereby differ largely from che Germans in 
the Western States, who can hardly wait five 
years to become naturalized Amerieans. I have 
met here many very pleasant people, thanks to 
the kindness of Mr. Willard and Mr. Barting. At 
the latter’s house I met the bigh city officials, 
and enjoyed a very nice German-S8panish di- 
per. rs. Barting I did not meet, as she was 
not well; but her four Garaing childreo, who 
have all inherited their father’s blue eyes and 
blonde hair, satisfied me that she is a lady of re- 
finement, while the entertainment bore wit ess 
— ber superior accomplishments as a house- 

eeper. 

I shall probably make some journeys through 
the interior, and wul be heard from again 
should anything interesting come within my ob- 
servation.

No Prospect that Mr. Baxter Will 
Show Up Here. 


Sr. Mutant Business Connections with That 
Great Speculater. 


There was little yesterday in the way of fur- 
ther developments in the letest match-bond 
swindle beyond the fact thatold man Smith, 
one of the roped-in bondsmen, was swearing 
vengeance against Baxter, and threatening to 
bring him back if he had to fit him with a 
wooden overcoat to doso, and the additional 
fact that Charles H. Race, Baxter’s and Sioan’s 
bondsman, had informed the latter that he 
must look for another mea to go his 
dall, imasmuch as he proposed to give 
him gp. It will not be surprising, therefore, if 
Sloan is returned to the care of the Marshal in a 
day or two, and, if he fails to get another friend, 
he will go the way of the other—well, the way 
of Perkins, Whitney, and Ayer, and that Way 
leadeth over the Clark street bridge even unto 
the jail. Baxter’s failure toshow up is giving 
his bondsmen ipcreased concern, and the pretty 
well understood fact that the astute broker has 
gone to stay is not at all calculated to soothe 
him in his distressful state.

THE CITY-HALL. 
THE EXPEKTS AYD THEIR REPORTS. 

The experts who have been investigating 
charges against the construction of the new 
City-Hall were expected to have reported last 
evening to the Council, but they did not de- 
cause they bad not finished their labors. They 
were engaged all day discussing the scope of 
their report and wm examining the plans of the 
work, and no conclusions were reached other 
than were intimated in these columns a 
weekago. They bave been annoyed exceedingly 


| throughout their work by the persistence with 


which certain agitetors and friends of Lemont 
stone have deen following them. At first these 
annoyers were confined to the old crowd, but in 
the last few days *‘ Billy” McNeil bas come to 
the front under a cover, and has been pouring 
all manner of stories into their ears, and caus- 
ing them to be flooded with gratuitous advice 
intended to prejudice them. He has not ap- 
peared in person, but his finger-marks are seen 
on all sides in the publications on the 
subject. He is oneof the contractors on the 
work, and, asa condition of being left alone 
himself, has been concotting stories and palm- 
ing them off for facts, aiid faithfulness with 
which the compact bas deen observed by his 
organ is attested by all feference to the brick 
work being studiously Omitted in that paper. 
He it was who got ud the story of a new set of 
plans,—or two sets of plats,—and caused it to be 
heralded that the experts had made asudden 
discovery that the peeple were being shamefully 
robbed in the work, etc., which he made out of 
whole cloth. He was aided somewhat by one of 
the draughtemen in the Architect’s office, 
who is anxious to succeed Mr. Jordan as Super- 
intendent of the work, and thinks abusing the 
other fellow is the way to do it; but McNeil is 
the boss scavenger ’’ and the real busybody. 

A reporter yesterday took pains to inquire 
into th facts. and found that, 

SO FAR AS THE PLAN STORY WENT, 


it was baseless. He found. which is part of the 
history of the work, that J. J. Egan made the 
original drawings and was paid $4,000 therefor, 
the exterior being the same as the county’s side 
of the building. The Building Committee, 
however, thought much of the ornamentation 
was unnecessary, and agreed, in the interest of 
economy, to do away With much of it. The 

did this by having a new set of pians made, an 

upon these plans the bids for the work were 
made and the contracts let. These plans are 
what are known as the Cleveland plans, 
and upon these the work is eing done, 
all stories to the contrary notwithstanding. It 
is true these plans have been altered or 
deviated from iu immaterial respects,—sim ply to 
cogrect original errors or better barmonize the 
whole,—but in no instance have the people been 
robbed or the contractors benefited. One 
change in point is the putting in of an additional 
molding course fn the first story, entailing an 
expense to the contractors, another is in eu- 
riching the carving about the entrances, 
and another is changing the f- 
ish of a panel course from what 
is known as “hammer” to “ax” finish. There 
have been other changes of this nature, just 
such as have to be made in all large buildings, 
but there is no such thing as two sets of plans, 
McNeil and Supt. Kirkland to the contrary not- 
withstanding. Then, again, in working out the 
plans in detajl some changes have been made in 
the shape or size of certain stones where it was 
thought best, which is admissible, and a very 
common practice. But beyond euch ehanges 
as these, which, in the final settlement 
with the contractors, will be charged 


up for or against them as the case may be, none 


have been made. At least, the Building Com- 
mittee say so, the draughtsmen say 80, Supt. 
Cleveland says so, and the contractors say 80. 

The experts “ will resume their labors this 
morning, aud will have before them ex-Supt. 
Cleveland, who is wanted to answer questions, 
and make explanations with reference to the 
plans. It is thought that it will take them sev- 
eral days to complete their work, and in 
the meantime no taxpayer need lay awake at 
night on account of the exaggerated stories put 
adrift by interested and prejudiced persons. <A 
majority of the Committee are believed to be 
beyond the inflaence of the Lemont Stone 
Ring” and its backers, and they deny any re- 
sponsibility for what has been so far made pub- 
lic in regard to their action. When they are 
through their exact findings will be given under 
their signatures, but not until then.

A paragraph in these p< cont yesterday re- 
ferred to the growing importance of corn (maize) 
in Western Europe. It promises to be much 
more important this year than ever before, as 
the failure of the potato crop in France anda 
poor yieid of hay in England must immensely 
inerease the demand for feed. Under this con- 
dition of things corn at present prices may prove 
to de cheap. In recent years it has ranged in 
this market at about 40 per cent of the price of 
wheat; it is a little less than that now. But we 
may yet move a little pearer to the state of the 
markets in 1859. In September of that year 
wheat sold at 70c and corn at 7ic. The next 
month wheat sold at 74c and corn at Ste. in 
1864 the two ranged much more closely tugether 
than fm recent years. 

The yield of wheat in Obie and Indiana is re- 
ported to be a very large one. A farm is noted 
which produced 51 du to tbe acre, and many 
have yielded over 35 bu per acre of the breadth 
sown. 

The 1,670,000 bu of winter stored wheat, de- 
livered here Saturday, is chargeable with 9c per 
bu storage. That is, in round terms, $150,000,— 
a very respectable sum in itself for the ware- 
housemen. We might bave stated yesterday 
that the persons to whom the wheat was deliv- 
ered assumed Ie of the storage charge on each 
bu, but supposed the commercial world to be 
generally aware of that fact.

at the door to have it opened, and to 
receive sustenance and repose. In the morning 
they received a bowl of soup and a handful 
of raisins, In the Middle Ages, and long after, 
pilgrims’ and other wanderers carried spoons 
with them, which they placed through their hat- 
bands; which spoon has become symbolic, and is 
even now worn in the hat of tne Estudiantina 
Espagnole. This is an exterior ornament, how-

EASTERN SLANDERS ON WESTERN BOR- 
ROWERS. 


A communication in the New York Times. 
signea ‘‘ Vindex,’”? dated Vail’s Gate, Orange 
County, N. T., July 11. dis poses of some of the 
slanderous statements of the New York Tribune 
and Times in regard to the alleged defaults of 
Western farmers in paying interest on their 
mortgages: 

There is much truth in the remark that 
Eastern life-insurance companies have made 
bad investments in Western cities: and the 
same truth is apparent in the investments made 
by them in cities nearer home. The late inves- 
tigation made bv the new Trustees of the de- 
funct Globe Life-Insurance Company illustrates 
this fact. On estimating the assets of a casb 
valuation, they found a deficiency of $500,000 
since the Superintendent of the Insurance De- 

artment ceriified to the Company’s solvency in 

anuary last, in contradiction of his own Depu- 
tv, who had previously reported its insolvency. 
Ine idea conveyed in your editorial would lead 
many to believe that all Western investments 
are equally bad. Inflation was more ram- 
pant in Chicago, St. Louis, and other 
Western cities than even in Rahway 
and Etizave:bh, in New Jersey,—our own 
immediate neighborhood. Can it be possible 
that the Whole Western farming conntry of 
Wisconsin, Minnesota, Illinois, and Iowa is 
“rocky uplands and sandy wastes,” or that all 
Western farm-mortgages are upon partially- 
cultivated farms of lean, unproductive soil,“ or 
that whole working populations of the West. 
who furnish the millions of bushels of grain 
that finds its wav to Atlantic ports, and thence 
to feed the starving populations of other parts 
of the world, “tive in a dug-out” (hole in the 
ground) or in “a cheap shanty’’? This may 
be the case in Kansas, With some of the poor 
blacks, since the recent exodus from Mississippi 
aud Louisiana. The County of Orange, in 
the State of New York, has furnished 
millfons of dollars loaned on farm-mort- 
gages in Western States, and has done much 
in that way to develop the resources of 
the country during the last twenty-ilve years. 
A gentleman in Newburg, who has conducted 
this business tur capitalists since 1857, has just 
shown me a report of collections of interest, 
made in a single county in a Western State, on 
404 mortgages, amounting to $173,260 for the 
month of June, just received from his agent, 
with remittance of drafts to pay the interest 
due in full. This certainly does not show that 
tern farm-mortgages are any worse thau 
any other — sgh wy s here or eisewhere. 
The old adage the best security for a loan 
is upon a Weil-cualtivated farm is as true to-day 
as in the days of our forefathers, and will con- 
tinue to all future time, unless mankind evolve 
so far as to dispense with bread and meat. 

Such statements as Nader makes at once 
squelch the entire brood of miserable slanders 
concocted by papers hostile to Western inter-

THE ZULU WAR. 


Speech by Sir Bartle Frere in Defense of 
His Policy, 
London Times. 

Car Town, June 14.—There was a great 
gathering at the banquet held in honor of the 
High Commissioner. Mr. Fuller, M. P., iu pro- 
posing the toast of the day, expressed the sym- 
pathy of the community with and approval of 
the steps taken by his Excellency. He quoted 
from a letter of the Natal correspondent of the 
T mes, dated May 10, and publicly thanked the 
writer for the justice done to the colonists and 
toe High Commissioner. The simple facts of 


the case were that there was a crisis in the his“ 


tory of the country. The temper of the Zulu 
King had become overbearing and dangerous to 
the people of South Africa. Sir Bartle Frere 

met that crisis with promptitade and courage. 

Had it not been for bis Excelleney's decisive 

course, the struggle would have occurred, not 

north of the Tugela, but around the homesteads 

of Natal. 

Sir Bartle Frere, in acknowledging the public 
demonstration of approval of his conduct, said 
at that moment, when so many dear to us were 
in the field, with the image of that chivalrous 
Prince so lately among us and thoughts of 
what awaited his widowed mother at dome be- 
fore us, he realized the occasion to be one for 


the discharge of stern duty and no empty 
pageant. Glaneing at the principles underlying 
his policy and action, he continued: 
„Very shortly after I came to this country we 
witnessed on a small scale very much what has 
occurred in Natal. When I went to Natal I 
found great difference of opinion as to the state 
of affairs in existence. There were prophets of 
evil and men who prophesied smooth things. 
but I felt convinced that they were resting on 
the brink of a volcano. Every part 
of that country seemed in imminent 
danger of a horrible war. It has been 
said that my conclusions were hastily formed. I 
would ask those who have studied the Zulu 
character and historg whetber their conviction 
has not been for years past that the position of 
the Nata! colonists was one of extreme peril. I 
have heard the same opinion exoressed by peo- 
ble from Canada and Australia. who on this 
very account objected to Natal asa field for 
emigration. What I saw there convinced me of 
what I had long before been told—viz.: that 
the condition of our fellow-colonists was based 
on an extremely hazardous foundation. Everv- 
thing Isaw and everything I heard tended to 
the same opinion, and it proved what I believe 
will bear the test of the closest investigation. 
It proved that throughout the whole of South 
Africa a movement, originating with the Zulu 
ruler, had stirred to their hearts the whole 
of the native population, and they only 
looked and hoped for some revolu- 
tion which should bring about the su- 
premacy of the black races and the expulsion of 
the Europeans. The measures which were then 
taken were taken after the most careful consid- 
eration, not only of the General commanding 
the forces, but of the Lieutenant-Governor of 
Natal; and they were strictiy directed to de- 
fense. It appeared to us to be quite impossible 
to attempt the defense of the Natal border with 
the forces which were then in the colony, or any 
which it was possible to command; that the 


only system of defense which could be effected 


was one of active defense; that it was only by 
carrying the war at once into the enemy’s coun- 
trv, by posting men witain theenemy’s border, 
by meeting him upon his own ground and threat- 
ening bis own communications, that we could 
prevent an frruption intojthe Colony of Natal. 
[Cheers.] I feel convinced that when our own 
countrymen at home, even including adverse 
critics, come to look at these transactions in 
the light of history they will do us justice, and 
say that we did no more than was necessary for 
the safety of the colony of Natal. It is quite 
possible that that rerdict may not come in my 
time. History points to similar circumstances 
of men who have done their best according to 
their lights, and to whom justice was not done 
till long after they had passed away. But when- 
ever it may be, the thing that bas mainly sus- 
tained mein all that has passed has been the 
conviction that, except in necessary measures or 
defense, no soldier of her Majesty has hitherto 
been emploved. [Cheers. | 

„% What was my commission when I came to 
these shores? I was charged, as High Commis- 
sioner, in these terms: Take all measures and 
do all that can be lawfully and discreetly 
done for preventing the recurrence of any 
irruption into her Majesty’s possessions by 
hostile tribes, and for maintaining the said pos- 
sessions in peace and safety.’ That was my 
charge, and I need not tell you that 1 have no 
plenary power to make peace or war: I have 
power simply to defend the colony—to see that 
no irruption takes place. And I think I may 
venture torefer to what has since occurred. 
Notwithstanding the unparalleled disasters 
which have befallen our arms on some occasions, 
up to the present moment the frontier of her 
Majesty’s possessions has remained inviolate 
from hostile foe. I think when these matters 
are calmly judged they will more than fully 
justify Lord Chelmsford's actions and more than 
compensate for all the sufferings our troops 
have gone through. I do not venture to speak 
boastfully, but I say that, looking to what has 
passed, Lord Chelmsford and his troops may 
well feel proud that, borne down as they were 
by overwhelming numbers, they have still pre- 
served your fellow-colonists in peace and safety. 

We bave been told that we were precipitate in 
what we did. We have been told that, had we 
not Sone something or another that we had 
done, it was quite possible that the King of the 
Zulus, being a well-meaning Prince, and anxious 
only for the interests of peace, might not have 
used the power which he possessed. Gentle- 
men, Whatever that power was, we have seen 
only too distinctly how. be would use it. I 
judge not from mere surmise, nor from my 
Knowledge of what a man trained to despotism 
and bloodsbed is apt todo: I judge from what 
he himself had said and done within the eight- 
een months previously. I find that he nad re- 
peatedly stated that his power was founded on 
blood; that it was necessary to the due main- 
tenance of his power that he should 
be unrestrained in his ability to 
slay bis subjects and make war 
upon other people. I had before me 
the patent fact that he had asked for leave to 
wash his young men’s spears, as well as the dis- 
tinct geographical fact that it was impossible 
for him to do so without Kaying British sub- 
jects, or those who were so closely allied to us 
that they considered themselves under our pro- 
tection. I would ask, gentlemen, in the name 
of common sense and common prudence, was it 
to be relied upon that Cetywa)o would not use 
the enormous power he possessed? [Cheers.] 
Were your fellow-colonists to live on, knowing 
how bloodthirsty this man professed himself to 
be, and knowing how powerfui he was! Were 
your fellow-colonists to live on sufferance and 
in the hope that he would belie his own state- 
ments, behave asahumane and well-meaning 
ruler, and abstain from those acts of biood- 
shed and aggression which form the 
main glory of the Zulu nation? ICneers. 
1 could not believe it; I could 
not so persuade myself. But I believed in my 
heart that no risk which could be undertaken by 
her Majesty’s soldiers was to be thought of for 
a moment against the paramount duty of doing 
our best to protect her Majesty's subjects.“ 
[Prolonged cheering. }

Nobody could forget the noble way in 
which Mauritius came forward, sending not only 
soldiers, as St. Heleva did, but also large con- 
tributions for the sick and wounded ;-arnd he 
felt assured that in Australia there would bea 
similar feeling from one end of the country to 
the ather. 

In conclusion, referring to the remedies 
talked of for South Airican troubles, Sir Bartle 
said: “Critics and men of great weight, in 
forming opinions at home, have stated that the 
maladies which afflict us are due to responsible 
Government, and that the sooner we revert to 
some more autocratic form of administration 
the better. I feel convinced my countrymen 
will never listen te such critics, and that sooner 
or later they will come round to my opinion, 
that it is to responsible government the safety 
of this colony is mainly due. Therefore, I will 
only venture to say vesliga nulla retrorsum, 
that there will be no going back in the matter 
of responsible government. To it you must 
look for the means of the development of South 
Africa; and it is by extending such government 
as you yourselves sto other parts of the 
country that you may best join in promoting a 
united South Africa.” [Applause]. 

Premier Gordon Sprigg, in replying for Min- 
isters, said that. although not responsible for 
the High Commissioner’s policy in Natal, he, 
as representing the Government of the leading 
State of South Africa, had felt it bis duty to 
tender his Excellency the best advice he was 
able to give under the difficult circumstances 
he was placed in. Had he seen occasion for 
remonstrance he would not have besitated to 
remonstrate. But he did not, for the simple 
reason that the Ministry of the Colony believed 
the Zulu Chief to be at the bottom of all the 
native troubles; and he considered the noble 
and patriotic course of Sir Bartle Frere had 
taken would result in ultimate good, permanent 
peace, and the security of South Africa. 
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ARMRIED‘’S PENSIONERS. 


How They Swarmed Over his Dead Body, 
and Were Beaten Back with Clubs. 
New York Sun, July 18. 

Two years azo a tall old man applied to 
August Scheslau, the proprietor of a lager beer 
saloon at 139 Forsyth street, for lodgings. He 
said that bis name was Hen Armried, and bis 
occupation was that of a peddler. He dealt 
altogether in teas, which be mixed skillfully and 
sold at a fair profit to druggists. He was allot- 
ted a rear room on the first floor, in which he 
lived until Wednesday morning. 

He was nearly 70 years of age, but his indus- 
try was unflagging, and he lived comfortably. 
He said he was unmarried, and if be had any 
relatives, none of them ever went to see him. 
rie was a good tenant, keeping his room toler- 
ably tidy, and paying his rent punctually every 
week. But there was one objectionable feature 
about him. It was bis extraordinary and un- 


accountable love for cats. More than two dozen 
of them were pensioners upon him, and they 
used to swarm through the window into his 
room every morning to receive their daily meal. 
He never failed to bave it ready for them, and 
his landlord says it cost bim more to keep his 
four-footed friends than to feed himself. Every 
morning from two to three quarts of milk were 
left at the door of his room, all of which was de- 
voted to the cate’ sustenance. 

The great heat of the past few davs affected 
the old man severely. He persisted in doing 
his work as usual, but be grew very weak, and 
when he returned to his home in the evenings 
he was so faint that he was glad to throw him- 
self upon his bed. On Tuesday night he was 
more than usually exhausted, and, after remain- 
ing fora short time in his room, he went into 
the saloon, and asked the proprietor for a piece 
of ice. He was given a large piece, and as he 
turned to take it away, he said: ‘I think Iam 
going to die to-night.”’ 

His landlord tried to joke him into better 
spirits, but he shook bis head, and with a heavy 
sigh went into his room and locked the door. 
He never opened it again. On Wednesday 
morning Mr. Scbeslan, finding that his lodger 
had not gone out to work at the usual hour, 
went to the door and knocked. No answer was 
returned, and when he called the old man’s 
name, the onlv noise recognizable within was 
the bissiug and mewing of the cate that had as- 
sembled for their morning meal. Remembering 
his lodger’s gloomy words and manner the pre- 
ceding nicht. Mr. Scheslau became alarmed, and 
going to the Eldridge Street Police Station he 
reported the circumstances. Officers Muller, 
Brady, and Cullen were sent to the house, and 
on bursting open the door of Mr. Armried’s 
room they found the dead body of the old man 
lying on the bed, and the apartment was liter- 
ally swarming with eats. Many of them had 
jumped upon the bed; and two of the largest of 
them were licking the dvad man’s face. 

The oflicers tried to elear the chamber of the 
intruders, but, to ‘their astonishment, the 
brutes showed tight, ‘clawing and biting flercely 
when they were attacked. Finally, their as- 
sailants, who were unarmed, were forced to 
beat a retreat, and held a council of war outside 
the door. One of them remained to watch the 
room while the other two went back to the 
station-bouse, reported progress, and asked for 
fresh instructions. 

They were ordered to take their long nicht- 
clubs and drive the cats out of the room, taking 
care not to allow themselves to be scratched or 
bitten. These orders they carried out in part, 
but not entirely, for though with the formidable 
night-clubs they were enabled to beat most of 
the cats out of the chamber. a few of the brutes, 
even more ferocious and stubborn than their fel- 
lows, went under the bed, and defied all efforts 
to get them out. 

The officers, were at last able to approach the 
body, and they found it uviojured. The old 
man could not have been long dead when his 
body was found, for a woman who occupies an 
adjoining room says she heard him wandering 
about his apartment at an early hour on 
Wednesday morning. An inquest will be held. 
A number of trunks and bags in the room have 
not been examined. 

Yesterday afternoon a German, who did not 
tell his name, called at Mr. Scheslau's saloon 
and asked to see the dead man. He was disap- 
pointed when he learned that the body had been 
taken to the Morgue, and said that he and the 
old peddler had been friends in Germany, 
where the latter had accumulated a great deal 
of money. He was concerned in the revolu- 
tionary movement of 1848, and fled from his 
native land, carrying with him the bulk of his 
earnings, much of Which. his friend thinks, 
must be concealed ‘in his trunks. He was 
known in Germany as Henri Androp, and only 
adopted the titie of Armried when he came to 
America. He was unmarried, and 68 years of 
age. From the time of his bovhood his love for 
cats knew no bounds, and he always had a dozen 
or more of these animals around him. 

His cats were collected from ali parts of the 
neighboraood, and he spent two years in bring- 
ing them together. He taught them various 
tricks, and they had grown so familiar with him 
that his call would bring them to his room at 
any hour of the day or night. At meal times, 
Mrs. Scheslau says, they would all enter by bis 
window, and seat themselves gravely upon the 
floor. He had a name for each one of them, and 
when he said Joel,“ or Fritz.“ or“ Faust,” 
the animal designated stepped from the ranks, 
took his portion of food, and retired decorously 
to its place. 


The Prince Imperial, 

Paris, July 4.—The Tata fette publishes ex- 
tracts from letters addressed by the Prince Im- 
periai’s servant, Ullmann, to his wife at Chisel- 
hurst. Uhlmaon, who was in the Cuirassiers at 
the battle of Reichsofen, in 1870, has been eight 
years in the Empress’ service, and was thorough- 
ly devoted to the Prince. In the firat letter he 
says the Prince could not have had a better re- 
ception. Writing on the 5th of May, he speaks 
a Prince’s health as bis only anxiety, and 
adds: 

“If his Highness keeps well, it is a fine thing 
for him; and if it ig God's will he should re- 
turn safe and sound, the Prince has certainly 
shown courage in coming into these countries to 
war against Zulus, where be is exposed to all 
sorts of disagreeable things. Nobody in Europe 
knows what difficvlties there are in fighting 
these savages. These savages pass through the 
woods like animals, bat the English soldier is 
loaded like a mule, and cannot run after them.” 

On the 18th of May Uhlmann speaks of the 
Prince’s good health, of bis deltent at being 
with the army, and of bis own regret at not 
being able to accompany him everywhere. Ihe 
two other servants, he says, form part of the 
army. On the 26th be writes: 

“Tam happy to tell you Monsignor is well. 
Last week the Prince went several times to 
make reconnoissances in Zululand. They were 
away three days and three nichts. They saw 
several Zulus, who fired on them, but, thank 
trod, nobody was hurt. These savages are very 
courageous, and MM. les Anglais will have to 
do their utmost to cope with them. His Hirn- 
ness enjovs himself much, and camp-life suits 
him. He is stili well, whieh is all ask, and 
that God may Jet vothing happen to him is ever 
my creat anxiety; for, my dear Louise, if any- 
thing happened to him. I should be in despair. 
Do not sav the Prince has been fired at; that 
would frighten her Majesty.”
